The mover of the motion was 
My, A, J. Fisher. Cr. V. Hearn 
had remarked that as Altona was 
part of the Southern Province, 
but Williamstown was not, the 
Hon. Members, Garrett and 
Chandler who reprebented the 
Southern Province in the Legis- 
lative Council, would be put to 
the test. 

Opening the meeting last Fri- 
day, the chairman, Mr. Doug 
Ramsey thanked Mr, Roy Crick 
MLA, Crs. W. Cresser, H. Lee, G. 
den Dulk and J. Ginifer and 
ratepayers present for their at~- 
tendance. The Shire President, 
Cr. A. Bond, was unable to at- 
tend owing to a recent bereave- 
ment in the family, 


Mr. Ramsey said the object of 
the meeting was to discuss the 
legal opinion obtained by the 
Shire Council and what further 
action should be taken. State- 
ments had been sent to the Age 
and the Sun News-Pictorial ana 
the Age had not responded. 


Letters had heen received from 
the Hon. G. R. Garrett MLC, and 
the Hon. G. L. Chandler MLC, 
and were read to the meeting by 
Mr, W. Groome, secretary of the 
Protest Committee. Mr. Garrett 
said he was attending a meeting 
in Perth, had been ili with in- 
fluenza and every night was 
taken up till mid-December, 

Mr. Chandler said he was at- 
tending a meeting in Perth, and 


‘also that he did not feel it was 


desirable to attend a meeting on 
a matter in which no action could 
be taken. Should, however, the 
Altona Shire Council take steps 
to) annexe land from Williams- 
town, he would be happy to as- 
sist. 


Mr, Ramsey said a letter had 
been received by the Shire 
Council from Fowler & Hick, 
solicitors, stating that there was 
no provision in law for appeal 
against an Order of the Gov- 
ernor in Council. Any aggrieved 
person could commente a 
Supreme Court action to upset 
an order made by the Gover- 
nor in Council -on grounds of 
excess or misuse of the power 
under which jthe order was 
made but these grounds were 
not applicable in this case. The 
only way open to get the land 
back was to apply for annexa- 
tion from Williamstown. 


When Mr, Ramsey asked it 


any ratepayers had any questions 
to ask a rafépayer queried why 
streets were not left clean after 
jobs were done. Mr. Ramsey in- 
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motion was earried that “The 


tervened and said the question; 


was not relevant to the business | 


for which the meeting was 
called. Cr. Lee said he would be 
happy to answer the question 
after the meeting, 

Cr, den Dulk was then called 
on to address the meeting. 

He said there had been little 
co-operation from members of 
the Southern Province as neither 
iad attended the meeting. 


Legal advice had been received 
from the shire’ Solicitors as had 
been stated previously. It was the 
opinion of Mr. A. J. Fisher, who 
was 32 Jaw student, that some 
action tould be taken, but this 
could mean the case going before 
the Privy Council in London and 
would involve considerable ex- 
Fense. Every other angle had 
been investigated and the Coun- 
eil had applied for annexation 
of the land from Williamstown. 


Until the Board of Inquiry 
heard the case ‘we must wait said 
cr, den Dulk. Legal advisors: had 
expressed the opinion that any 
other action was practically im- 
possible. Transfer of the area 
annexed would date from Sep- 
tember and rates would go tc 
Williamstown. For the benefit of 
people who were not conversant 





with the facts, Cr. den Dulk 
said it took the Minister for 
Local Government over two 


years to take action and the re- 
sult “came out of the blue.” No 
resident or*-ratepayer had been 
asked or had“ bignified any de- 
sire for the transfer. 


“POLICE STATE METHODS” 


Cr. Lee said the Council had 
gone as far as it could. The only 
ccurse now was to regain the 
land by similar action as W’town 
had taken, 

Wihat shocked Cr. Lee was 
that there was no right of ap- 
peal against the action. This 

was not his interpretation of 
democracy. He felt this could 
not happen anywhere in the 
world, only in a Police State. 
He would ask Mr. Crick to 
move in the House for an amend- 
ment to the Local Government 
Act so that appeals against such 
action could be made. He felt 
a fundamental principle was in- 
volved when there was ng right 
of appeal against authority. 

The Protest Committee had 





worked very hard. He regretted 
that the two Parliamenary Rep- 
resentatives had not seen fit to 
attend the meeting. He felt t! 
had thrown in their lot with fhe 
Government. At election 








Death of Former 
Councillor 


Mr, Alfred Herbert Ford J.P., 
a member of the original Coun- 
cil of the Shire of Altona, died 
on Wednesday, November 7, 

On May 3%, 1957, Mr. Ford be- 
came the eighth_elected council- 
for, his term of office expiring 
in the followirig August. He was 
renominated but was defeated at 
the elections on August 24, 1957. 

Mr. Ford has been a resident 
of Altona Shire for many years, 
in which time he took an active 


interest in organisations for the’ 


community and sporting purposes 
He was president of Williamstcwn 
Golf Club (now called Kooringal 
Golf Club) during 1952-53. 

At the time of his death he 
was manager and Controller of 
three subsidiary companies of 
Berwin Pty. Ltd.—Super Chrome, 
Beauty Tone and Handbook 
Plating. He leaves a wife, Mrs. 
Carmen Ford and a daughter 
Beverley (Mrs. Bruce Jobling). 





members made all sorts of 
promises to help the people but 
were found wanting when their 
electors needed their support. 
Cr. Lee stressed the need for 
pressing for action.

Mr. Crick MLA for Grant then 
addressed the me€ting.. He 
apologised for not being able 
to attend the first Protest Meet- 
ing. He was very interested in 
the annexation of an area by 
Williamstown and had attended 
the Board of Inquiry in Williams. 
town Hall ‘on March 30, 1960, 
when the application was heard. 
The Portfolio-of Minister for 
Local Government was not in 
existance then and the. matter 
came under the Minister of Pub- 
lic Works, who at that time was 
Sir Thomas Maltby. There was 
a division in the Labor Repre- 
sentatives, as the Williamstown 
representatives were in favour 
of annexation while he himself 
was against it. 


He was disappointed that no 
ratepayers attended the Board of 
Inquiry. The only people who 
gave evidence against annexa. 
tion were the then three Riding 
Councillors, himself and local 
officers. 

He reiterated that there was no 
right of appeal against the de- 
cision except by taking the case 
to the Supreme Court and prov- 
ing there had been malpractice 
or irregularities. This would be 
both difficult and costly. 

Annexation can be done in 
several ways. 

-1 As in this case, simply by 
letter from W’town to the Min- 

ister. 

2. If 
agree, 

3. Two thirds majority of the 
ratepayers in the area desiring 
to be annexed. 

4. Referendum of the people 
in the Shire.

As yet there has been no resull 
of Altona’s request for annexation 
of the area. This was under- 
standable as the whole question 
of municipal boundaries was -un- 
der review by a Commission of 
Inquiry. He could not say any 
more at this stage as the infor- 
mation to hand was confined to 
what had been read in he press. 


The Government had been chal- 


lenged oven the matter of a 
Special Report coming into the 
hands of the press before Parlia- 
ment had issued a Printed Notice. 

Williamstown had made a legal 
request for the annexation but 
unfortunately no ratepayers had 
attended the inquiry and voiced 
any objections, 


In his report of the long delay 
of over two years in reaching a 
decision, the Minister, Mr. Porter, 
said it had been reported in the 
press that the ratepayers of a 
larger area were to apply to be 
annexed to Williamstown and ;he 
had waited to see if this eventu- 
ated. When it did not, he made 
his decision to grant W’'town’s 
request to annexe the area ‘in 
question, It involve only a mat. 
ter of a few hundred pounds in 
rates. 

Cr. Cresser—‘About 40 hun- 
dreds to be more exact.” 

Mr. Crick said it woupd be 
possible tg move for an amend- 
ment to the Local Government 
‘Act whereby the right of appeal 
could be granted, Hut there were 
only 18 Labor piembers in the

Stantially Labor. He. felt that 
the annexation was grantéd-be- 
cause there were no objections. 
Only two ratepayers attended 
and neither raised any objection, 
but nobody was actually in favor. 


Cr. Lee said that it was 
not a question of one Labor 
party against the other as 


at the time, the opposition was 
in power in Williamstown. 

Mr. Fisher said he felt the 
Council should have sought ad- 
vice from a specialist in Local 
Government Law and not, genera’ 
solicitors. Cr. ‘den Dulk said Mr,

-legal advice be sought. He him. 
self did not know what the costs 
would be but he had paid a few 
bills in court and they had been 
very expensive.
